Incident Summary 


On 010416, about 2221 hours, was wearing a fully marked class B uniform and driving a fully marked patrol 
car. I was detailed to the John George Psychiatric Pavilion (JGP) at 2 060 Fairmont Dr. in San Leandro to 
assist the Alameda County Fire Department on a "911" call. The RP said they were a 

patient at JGP and they had an injured hand. 

I arrived with ACFD and we lo cated near the emergency entrance, said he called "911". It 

was determined that^^^^J did not need immediate medical attention and would not need to be 
transported to a hospital. 


A records check of^^^^ revealed 4 outstanding warrants (#'s 445172A, 450419, S766955, and S766954) 
issued o ut of Alam eda County and San Francisco County for various felony and misdemeanor charges. I 
arrested for the outstanding warrants and transported him to SRJ for booking. 


About 2307 ho urs, while at SRJ, I assisted out of my patrol ca r when he attempted to run away from 

me. I grabbed by the arm and ord ered him to stop. continued to try to get away. I 

performed a leg swee p takedow n and forced onto his stomach. While on the grou nd, I used my 

body weight on top of upper body to control him from getting back up. eventually 

surrendered and cooperated with my orders to stop resisting. 


sustained a chipped front tooth and was medically cleared from Valley Care Hospital in Pleasanton. 


was booked into SRJ without further incident.
